If he docs nothing more, Mr. W illkic has made 


his greatest contribution to agricultural thought. 


It is not so much the urge— or the temptation, 


which he mentions— it is the deliberate purpose of 


certain groups in this country to scrap the farm 
program.

One of its most vital phases already has been 


scrapped, and that is crop insurance. 
Conditions 


have improved greatly in the winter wheat belt in 


recent weeks, thanks to rain and snow, but there 


is no accurate information yet what crop condi­ 
tions in 1944 will be. 


Instead of term inating the crop insurance pro­ 


gram, it should have been continued— wheat grow­ 


ers who signed up for it did so for a period of 


three years and thought they were protected for 


that length of time— and it should be improved. 


It should be made self-sustaining, and should be 


developed without the idea of profit. 
With e x ­ 


perience, the proper rates could have been de­ 


termined so that crop insurance could have been 
provided without any cost to the governm ent 
That 
was one field private enterprise could not conquer 
because of the extrem e hazards involved, with the 
result that insurance rates frequently were pro­ 
hibitive for the average farm er. 
♦ 
It is said there is a wide dissatisfaction among 
farm fam ilies with government regulations of their 
business. 
All the evidence of recent years points 
to that conclusion. 
And yet the emergency con­ 
ditions creating an abnorm al demand for food are 
not going to last. 
At the close of the last war and 
the immediate post-w ar months there was a sharp 
and painful collapse of farm commodity prices in 
1921 with the coming of a new administration to 
W ashington. 
Com dropped to 27 cents a bushel 
in Lancaster county. 
W heat prices sagged. 
And 
then the Tw elfth federal reserve district adopted 
new rediscount regulations affecting the catUe and 
sheep Industry, with the result that hundreds of 
ranchers lost their shirts. 
That is all ancient his­ 
tory, valuable only for the light it may shed upon 
what will happen a t the close of this war in the 
absence of any farm program. 
The final blow 
fell in 1929, to the great distress of agricultural 
states, and it was then large cities and industrial 
areas also w ere hit. 


Mr. W illkie, unlike many others within his 
party, issues a sensible warning. 
Unless the farm er 
expects to swallow another bitter dose, it will be 
necessary to support prices, to have a soil con­ 
servation program and a 
federal guarantee of 
stable m arket conditions. 
He uses brusque lan­ 
guage but will be vindicated fully unless farm 
people do awaken from their dream.

Nebraskans will be interested in the reports 
from northwestern Iowa relating to a new variety 
of corn known as waxy maize. 
O riginally, it came 
from China. 
Its kernels provide an excellent sub­ 
stitute for tapioca starch, which is used in the 
m anufacture of gums, mucilages, adhesives, wood 
glues and for cloth and paper sizings. 
Among the other little item s gobbled up by the 
Ja p s in their Pacific sweep, was Am erica’s main 
source of supply of tapioca starch in the N ether­ 
lands East Indies. 
Annually, Uncle Sam imported 
about 350.000,000 pounds of it. 
In appearance, it is reported, it is impossible 
to tell the feel of waxy maize from the ordinary 
corn of the tall corn state. 
The only dependable 
method of distinguishing between the ears was by 
chem ical test. 
Starch from ordinary corn, treated 
with an iodine solution, stains blue, while waxy 
maize turns a reddish brown. 


Iowa was In the forefront in planting additional 
acres to soy beans and now seems to have gotten 
the jum p on another new and profitable çrop of 
waxy maize, which, as the result of careful de­ 
velopment, has been brought to the point of yield­ 
ing only 10 per cent less bushels per acre than 
ordinary corn.

milk is: 
Whole Milk .................7 ounces

Divide this into the number of feed­ 
ings required. 
The baby needs 45 calories per pound 
of weight per day. 
To find out how much 
of the above formula it needs divide the 
caloric requirem ent by 20, and the result 
is the number of ounces of the formula 
you need. 
(Exam ple: for an 8 pound 
baby— 18 ounces in 24 hours.)

trol agriculture from th e simp le 
ch oice of a crop to th e confisca­ 
tion of a farm of a non-co-op era- 
tor.

As a matter of fact, if they ran 
any more than that, the price would come down 
pretty promptly ; and if they ran dally , practically 
nobody would liv e. 
Furthermore, we'd feel deeply obligated if 
somebody would driv e up in a black maria and 
ex plain, speaking v ery slowly , just where the 
"bargain" come in when people are charged as 
much as before for something that hereafter is 
admittedly going to be less.

George Sisler Speaks Out

of the game’s hall of fame, scout

The former great first-baseman 
of the St. Louis Browns said the 
spirit and eagerness to play, espe­ 
cially among the younger fellows 
at Dodgers’ tryout camps, had 
shown him there was just as much 
enthusiasm for baseball as in his 
cwn boyhood days. 
However, he admitted he had 
not seen any 16 or 17-year-olds 
who could fill the shoes of players 
now in military service and over­ 
come the major leagues’ war-tim e 
player shortage. 
Old Spirit Lacking. 
Looking back over the years, 
Sisler said he believed baseball 
had become "more commercial­ 
ized” than in his day and lacked 
some of its spirit. 
To illustrate the old-time game, 
Sisler recalled the case of Fielder 
Jones, manager of the Chicago 
White Sox from 1904-08 and the 
Browns from 1916 to 1918, who 
“hated to lose more than any man 
I ever saw."

In a game with Washington, 
Sisler recalls, the Browns were 
ahead, 3-1, but the Senators ral­ 
lied in the ninth inning to win, 
6-5. Jones was so angry that he 
resigned and quit baseball for 
good. 
Despite the glamour lent by the 
passing of time, yesteryear’s play­ 
ers weren’t better but just played 
harder, Sisler believes.
